New  York  firefighters  abandoned  their  picket  lines  Tuesday 
and  returned  to  duty  after  a  five-hour  strike  that  officials  said 
placed  the  city  “in  a  condition  of  imminent  peril.” 

The  first  strike  in  the  108-year  history  of  the  New  York  City 
Fire  Department  began  and  ended  on  a  chilly  November  day  that 
saw  police  and  civilians  join  a  fire  chief  in  battling  one  blaze  and  a 
truck  bearing  only  two  firemen  arrive  to  cheers  at  the  scene  of 
another.  The  city  averages  323  fires  daily. 

“I’m  immediately  calling  off  the  action  of  the  firemen,” 
Richard  J.  Vizzini,  president  of  the  10,900-member  Uniformed 
Firefighters  Association,  said  after  a  conference  in  state  Supreme 
Court.  Members  of  the  union  began  reporting  to  their  firehouses 
shortly  thereafter. 

In  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  National  Guardsmen  continued  to  man  city 
fire  stations  as  a  work  slowdown  continued  for  a  third  day. 
Officials  said  more  than  a  third  of  the  300  firemen  scheduled  to 
work  the  day  shift  had  not  reported,  despite  a  court  order  seeking 
to  halt  the  epidemic  of  “red  flu.” 

Trans  World  Airlines’  entire  fleet  of  249  planes  remained 


grounded,  meanwhile,  as  a  strike  by  the  carrier’s  5,000  cabin 
attendants  entered  a  second  day. 

And  strikes  continued  in  New  York  against  48  private, 
non-profit  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  and  against  the  Daily 
News,  the  nation’s  largest  selling  daily  newspaper. 

The  New  York  firemen’s  walkout  came  to  an  end  after  the 
union  and  the  city  agreed  to  submit  their  dispute  to  an  “impasse 
panel.”  The  panel  is  authorized  to  recommend  a  binding 
settlement. 

The  union  has  been  asking  for  a  $2,000  increase  in  the 
fireman’s  $14,300  annual  base  pay.  The  city  has  been  offering 
$700  over  an  18-month  period. 

New  York  Mayor  John  V.  Lindsay,  meanwhile,  called  on  the 
Cost  of  Living  Council  to  review  its  failure  to  approve  a  7.5  per 
cent  pay  hike  granted  members  of  Local  1199  of  the  Drug  and 
Hospital  Workers.  About  30,000  nonmedical  workers  went  on 
strike  Monday  to  protest  the  council’s  action. 

The  head  of  the  League  of  Voluntary  Hospitals,  which 
represents  the  48  struck  institutions,  said  that  if  the  strike 
continued  for  three  more  days,  the  hospitals  would  have  to 
discharge  50  per  cent  of  their  patients. 

The  TWA  walkout  meant  cancellation  of  the  airline’s  421 


domestic  and  36  international  flights  for  a  second  day.  The 
carrier  flies  about  40,000  passengers  daily,  and  the  airline  said 
customers  were  being  booked  bn  other  lines. 

Talks  resumed  Tuesday  between  the  Daily  News  and  the  New 
York  Newspaper  Guild,  which  tentatively  settled  with  The  New 
York  Times  hours  after  striking  the  News. 

The  guild  represents  1 ,400  editorial  and  other  employes  at  the 
News  and  2,300  at  the  Times. 

In  other  labor  developments: 

-General  Motors  presented  its  initial  economic  proposal  to  the 
United  Auto  Workers  in  Detroit.  The  offer  is  the  first  step  in 
bargaining  designed  to  win  a  three-year  settlement  for  the 
automaker’s  415,000  UAW  members  before  a  Nov.  19  strike 
deadline. 

—The  UAW  threatened  to  strike  the  Caterpillar  Tractor  Co.  on 
Nov.  15  if  no  agreement  is  reached  on  a  national  contract  for 
33,000  Caterpillar  workers  in  eight  states. 

—The  Washington  Post  printed  its  normal  weekday  run  of 
550,000  papers  for  the  first  time  since  Friday  following 
settlement  of  a  dispute  with  union  printers  protesting  dismissal  of 
one  of  their  colleagues.  He  was  reinstated  Monday.

Bishop  Brown  said,  “There  are  probably 
more  examples  of  integrity  than  lack  of  it.”  He 
cited  Jesus  Christ  as  the  greatest  example  of  all, 
and  retold  the  account  of  Christ’s  temptation 
and  rebuke  of  the  devil  with  the  authoritative 
command,  “Get  thee  hence,  Satan.” 

The  lives  of  Joseph  Smith,  Job,  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  a  14-year-old  Mexican-American 
youth  were  other  examples  of  integrity  Bishop 
Brown  mentioned. 

He  cited  specifically  Joseph  Smith’s  “voice  of 
thunder”  decrying  the  conditions  and 
treatment  he  received  while  a  prisoner  at 
Liberty  Jail,  and  the  “uncompromising  honesty 
and  spirituality  of  Abraham  Lincoln.” 

Bishop  Brown  told  the  story  of  a  14-year-old 
junior  high  school  student  who  struggled  for 
three  years  to  break  a  school  rope-climbing 
record. 

After  the  boy’s  second  attempt  the  spectators 
cheered  at  what  they  thought  was  a 
record-breaking  climb.  When  the  coach 
questioned  the  youth,  he  replied  that  he  had 
missed  touching  the  mark.  The  coach, 
impressed  by  such  honesty,  later  reported,  “It 
was  a  moment  of  greatness  to  witness,”  and 
that  he  had  “wet  eyes  and  a  tight  throat”  as  he 
contemplated  the  integrity  displayed  by  the 
boy. 

“At  14,  you’re  a  better  man  than  I  .  .  .  thank 
you  for  climbing  so  very  high  today,”  the  coach 
thought  to  himself.  In  his  third  attempt  the 
youth  broke  the  school  record. 

“Living  as  the  Lord  would  have  us  live,  and 
being  able  to  relate  to  and  enjoy  living  with 
ourselves”  was  the  goal  Bishop  Brown 
challenged  the  audience  to  achieve.  “Even 
though  the  world  accepts  immorality,  the  Lord 
hasn’t  changed  his  commandments,”  he  said, 
adding  “the  peace  that  surpasses  all 
understanding  comes  by  loving  the  Lord 
enough  to  keep  his  commandments.”

Israeli  and  Egyptian  troops 
traded  small-arms  fire  across 
the  Suez  cease-fire  line 
Tuesday  while  Syria  reported 
Israeli  jets  fired  rockets  at  its 
positions  on  the  Golan 
Heights. 

The  cracks  in  the  Middle 
East  cease-fire  were  reported 
as  Arab  leaders  worked  out 
arrangements  for  a  summit 
conference  in  Algeria  late  next 
week. 

U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  A.  Kissinger  arrived  in 
Tunis  for  the  second  stop  of 
his  Middle  East  peace  tour 
after  an  overnight  stay  in 
Morocco,  where  he  conferred 
with  King  Hassan  II. 

Meanwhile  in  an  attempt  to 
prevent  further  Arab  oil  cuts, 
the  nine  Common  Market 
countries  today  called  on 
Israel  to  pull  back  to  the  Oct. 
22  Middle  East  cease-fire  lines. 

Following  a  meeting  with 
Tunisian  President  Habib 
Bourguiba,  Kissinger  scheduled 
meetings  with  President  Anwar 
Sadat  of  Egypt  in  Cairo  on 


Wednesday.  Egyptian 
government  spokesman 
Ahmed  Anis  said  Kissinger’s 
talks  with  Sadat  would  be  “of 
paramount  importance.” 

Soviet  Deputy  Foreign 
Minister  Vasily  Kuznetsov  was 
also  traveling  in  the  search  for 
a  peace  settlement.  He  held 
talks  in  Damascus  with  Syrian 
leaders  amid  reports  his  next 
stop  would  be  Baghdad. 

In  Tel  Aviv  it  was 
announced  that  Israel  had 
authorized  a  50-truck  convoy 
to  carry  badly  needed  food 
and  water  to  the  20,000  men 
of  the  3rd  Army  stranded 
behind  Israeli  lines. 

The  convoy  was  in  addition 
to  the  first  125-truck  supply 
fleet  approved  by  Israel  10 
days  ago  under  pressure  from 
Washington.  Word  of  the  new 
convoy  reached  the  tense 
cease-fire  front  just  as  the  last 
seven  trucks  of  the  original 
convoy  were  being  unloaded. 

Israel  announced  that  1,854 
Israeli  soldiers  had  been  killed 
in  the  Middle  East  fighting,  the 
largest  toll  in  any  conflict  with 
the  Arabs  since  the  first  fight 


for  independence  in  1948, 
when  nearly  5,000  died. 

A  spokesman  for  U.N. 
peacekeeping  forces  said  U.N. 
troops  had  been  unable  to 
deploy  into  Israeli-held  areas 
of  the  Sinai  Desert  because 
“the  Israelis  are  still  examining 
the  practical  aspects  of  their 
support  to  the  U.N.  emergency 
forces.”  He  did  not  elaborate. 

He  said  Egypt  has  given  the 
U.N.  forces  a  map  showing 
positions  of  Israeli  and 
Egyptian  armies  when  the  first 
Mideast  cease-fire  went  into 
effect  Oct.  22. 

Egypt  demands  that  Israel 
pull  back  to  this  position 
before  there  can  be  any 
exchange  of  prisoners  or  other 
steps  taken  toward  a  peace 
settlement.  The  Israelis 
apparently  have  yet  to  supply 
their  map  of  the  Oct.  22  line, 
which  the  U.N.  forces  are 
under  instructions  to  restore. 

The  common,  market 
countries’  foreign  ministers 
said  any  Middle  East  peace 
agreement  should  be  based  on 
the  1967  U.N.  resolution 
calling  for  Israeli  withdrawal 


from  Arab  territory  it 
occupied  in  the  1967  war. 

The  ministers  recognized  the 
United  Nations  and  its 
Security  Council  as  the  proper 
forum  for  dealing  with  the 
Middle  East  question,  and 
called  for  respect  of  the  rights 
of  Palestinians. 

The  ministers’  statement 
appeared  to  lean  considerably 
further  to  the  Arab  side  than 
most  popular  opinion  in  the 


member  countries,  which  has 
shown  sympathy  for  the  Israeli 
cause. 

The  joint  statement  said 
nothing  about  oil  or  about  the 
Arab  boycott  declared  against 
the  Netherlands  because  of 
pro-Israeli  statements  by  its 
leaders. 

But  the  hope  was  obvious 
that  the  statement  would 
discourage  the  Arab  states 
from  further  restrictions  on  oil 
supplies  for  Western  Europe. 


Nixon  secretary  must  testify 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Federal  Judge  John  J.  Sirica 
Tuesday  ordered  that  Rose 
Mary  Woods,  President 
Nixon’s  personal  secretary,  be 
summoned  to  testify  in  the 
fact-finding  hearing  into  the 
two  phantom  White  House 
tape  recordings. 

Sirica,  chief  U.S.  District 
Court  judge,  asked  that  Miss 
Woods  be  notified  that  she 
would  be  a  witness  after 
presidential  aide  Stephen  V. 
Bull  testified  he  saw  her 
listening  to  tapes  and  typing  at 
the  same  time. 

“I  would  deduce  it  did  have 
obviously  something  to  do 
with  the  tapes,”  Bull  said  but 
added  he  did  not  know 
whether  the  secretary  was 
making  a  transcript. 

Bull  testified  that  on  Sept. 
28  he  was  asked  by  Gen. 
Alexander  Haig  Jr.,  the 
President’s  chief  of  staff,  to  go 
to  Camp  David,  Md.,  to  assist 
the  President  in  reviewing 
some  tape  recordings  that  had 
been  subpoenaed  by  the

Fugitive  financier  Vesco 
arrested  in  Bahamas  bank 


NASSAU,  BAHAMAS  (AP) 
—  Fugitive  financier  Robert  L. 
Vesco  was  arrested  Tuesday  at 
his  Nassau  bank  on  a  federal 
warrant  seeking  his  extradition 
to  the  United  States. 

Vesco,  37,  was  picked  up  in 
the  offices  of  his  Bahamas 
Commonwealth  Bank  by  Asst. 
Police  Commissioner  John 
Crawley  on  a  U.S.  arrest 
warrant. 

Vesco  was  released  on 
$7  5,000  cash  bond  as  an 
extradition  hearing  was  set  for 
next  Tuesday. 


The  U.S.  attorney’s  office 
said  the  arrest  was  based  on  a 
July  20  fraud  indictment 
accusing  Vesco  of  falsifying 
records  of  a  firm  he  headed  to 
cover  up  the  embezzlement  of 
some  of  the  firm’s  funds. 

Vesco  is  also  a  codefendant 
with  former  U.S.  Atty.  Gen. 
John  Mitchell  and 
ex-Commerce  Secretary 
Maurice  Stans  in  a  conspiracy 
case  in  which  the  two  former 
Cabinet  officers  are  accused  of 
obstructing  justice. 


Commissioner  Russell

Dr.  Robert  Peterson,  a  local 
ear,  nose  and  throat  specialist, 
presented  medical  evidence 
that  an  excess  of  95  decibels 
for  a  sustained  period  of  time 
causes  damage  to  the  inner  ear. 
According  to  the  federal 
Environment  Protection 
Agency,  “95  decibels  of  noise 
for  30  minutes  will  cause 
permanent  hearing  damage,” 
Dr.  Peterson  said. 

According  to  measurements 
made  at  most  rock  dances  in 
Provo,  the  present  noise  level 
is  only  a  few  decibels  over  the 
proposed  limit,  said  Dr. 
Peterson,  and  it  would  be  very 
easy  for  them  to  comply  with 
the  proposed  ordinance.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Sen. 
Wallace  F.  Bennett,  R-Utah, 
says  the  Interior  Department 
has  approved  construction  of 
two  major  features  of  the 
Bonneville  Unit  of  the  Central 
Utah  Project. 

Bennett  said  he  was  told  by 
Interior  Secretary  Rogers  C.B. 
Morton  that  he  would  approve 
the  immediate  award  of  a 
ccontract  for  the  Currant 
Creek  Dam.  At  the  same  time, 
Bennett  said,  Morton 
expressed  his  personal 
intention  to  proceed  with 
construction  of  the  Vat  tunnel 
as  the  first  step  toward 
completion  of  the  Strawberry 
Aqueduct. 

The  tunnel  is  a  major  leg  of 
the  aqueduct,  which  will 
collect  water  from  the  Uinta 
Basin  for  use  along  the 
Wasatch  Front  area  of  Utah. 

Bennett  said  a  contract 
award  on  the  tunnel  will  be 
deferred  for  one  year  until 
additional  funds  can  be  made 
available  and  the  department 
has  the  opportunity  for 
further  negotiations  with  the 
Ute  Indian  Tribe  on  final 
development  of  the  CUP. 

The  talks  begin  with  a 
meeting  next  Monday  with 
Morton  and  representatives  of 
the  tribe,  Bennett  said.

Jay  Miller  catches 
national  grid  honor 


BYU  ace  pass  receiver  Jay 
Miller  was  named  National 
Collegiate  Lineman  of  the 
Week  Tuesday,  as  well  as  WAC 
Offensive  Player  of  the  Week 
by  Associated  Press  after  his 
NCAA  record-breaking  22 
catches  in  Saturday’s  football 
game  against  New  Mexico. 

In  addition  to  the  NCAA 
record  for  most  catches,  Miller 
gets  league  records  for  most 
yards  receiving,  with  263.  His 
three  touchdown  pass 
receptions  also  tied  a  league 
record. 

“He’s  a  super  athlete,  one 
who  works  as  hard  on  Monday 
as  he  does  on  Saturday,”  said 
Head  Football  Coach  LaVell 
Edwards.  “He’s  not  our 
biggest,  nor  our  quickest,  nor 
our  most  experienced  receiver. 

“The  performance  against 
New  Mexico  was  indicative  of 
the  way  he  works  for  success,” 
Edwards  said. 

On  the  other  end  of  the 
records,  quarterback  Gary 
Sheide,  threw  to  Miller  25 
times  and  the  6-0  185-pounder 
receiver  caught  24,  two  of 
which  were  called  back  by 
penalties. 

“It’s  a  great  feeling  when 
they  throw  to  me  because  I 
have  a  lot  of  confidence  I  will 
catch  it,”  said  Miller.  “The  big 
thing  in  receiving  is  just 
knowing  how  to  catch  the  ball 
and  concentration. 

“I  always  feel  that  no  matter 
how  good  a  defender  is 
supposed  to  be,  there’s  a 
weakness  somewhere,”  Miller 
continued.  “It  just  takes 
concentration  to  find  it.  I  can 
usually  block  everything  out 
of  my  mind  except  my 
concentration  on  the  ball. 
That’s  what  is  important.” 

Sometimes  Miller,  the 
nation’s  leading  receiver,  gets 
double  teamed.  But  that 
doesn’t  always  slow  him  down. 
Ask  Iowa  State.  The  Cyclones

put  two  men  on  him  and 
Miller  still  caught  1  2  passes. 

“I’m  pretty  confident  that  I 
can  get  around  the  first  guy 
and  then  we’re  back  in  single 
coverage,”  said  Miller.  “And 
besides,  if  they  double  on  me, 
the  other  side  is  so  open  that 
we  just  throw  over  there.” 

Miller’s  size  and  speed  have 
both  been  criticized  as 
negative  attributes,  but  he 
doesn’t  seem  to  be  awed  by 
any  opponent. 

“Last  year  I  was  pretty  slow, 
but  I  worked  on  my  speed 
during  the  summer,”  said 
Miller,  who  has  had  heel  and 
toe  injuries  all  season.  “Now 
I’m  as  fast  if  not  faster  than 


any  players  we’ve  met  so  far.” 

Miller’s  performance 
overshadowed  an  outstanding 
display  of  passing  and  play 
engineering  by  Sheide,  .  also 
nominated  for  national  honors 
as  back  of  the  week.  Sheide  hit 
the  air  for  408  yards  and  six 
touchdowns  with  one  more 
score  on  a  quarterback  keeper.

Ford  probe  nears  end 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
After  only  two  days  of 
televised  testimony,  the  Senate 
Rules  Committee  appears 
almost  ready  to  wrap  up 
public  hearings  on  the 
nomination  of  Vice 
President-designate  Gerald  R. 
Ford. 

Chairman  Howard  W. 
Cannon,  D-Nev.,  said  the 
committee  will  meet  in  closed 
session  Wednesday  to  hear 
Robert  N.  Winter-Berger,  a 
former  lobbyist  who  has  made 
a  series  of  allegations  against 
Ford,  and  from  Dr.  Arnold 
Hutschnecker,  a  New  York 
psychiatrist. 

Beyond  that,  Cannon  said, 
the  committee  has  been 
contacted  by  only  one 
witness  — Rep.  Donald  M. 
Fraser,  D-Minn.,  chairman  of 
Americans  for  Democratic 
Action-  who  wants  to  testify 
against  Ford. 

Cannon  was  asked  Monday 
night  by  Martin  Agronsky  on 
the  Public  Broadcasting 
Television  Network’s  “Evening 
Edition”  program  whether  he 
thought  Ford  had  shown  in 
the  hearings  he  is  qualified  to 
hold  the  presidency. 

“Based  on  what  we  know 
now,  I  would  believe  that  Ford 
would  make  a  good  president 


for  the  next  three  years  if  he 
were  thrust  into  that 
position,”  Cannon  replied. 

He  emphasized  that  he 
disagrees  with  Ford’s  views  on 
a  number  of  issues  but  said  he 
expected  President  Nixon  to 
choose  someone  with  whom 
he  was  philosophically 
compatible. 

Cannon  said  it  was  possible 
the  committee  could  end  its 
investigation  of  Ford  next 
week,  sending  the  nomination 


to  the  Senate  floor  soon 
afterward. 

The  House  Judiciary 
Committee  has  set  Nov.  13  as 
the  tentative  starting  date  for 
hearings,  indicating  Ford  could 
be  installed  as  vice  president 
before  Thanksgiving  Day. 

The  Rules  Committee’s 
Monday  afternoon  session 
heard  statements  from  10 
House  members  endorsing 
Ford,  a  House  member  from 
Michigan  for  25  years  and 
House  Republican  leader  for 
eight. 

The  endorsements  ranged 
from  that  of  Rep.  John 
Ashbrook,  (R-Ohio),  who 
sought  the  Republican 
presidential  nomination  in 
1  9  7  2  as  a  hard-line 
conservative,  to  that  of  Rep. 
Paul  N.  McCloskey,  (R-Calif.), 
who  for  a  time  ran  for  the 
presidency  as  an  antiwar 
candidate . 

In  closing  out  his  testimony 
before  the  committee,  Ford 
said  he  does  not  share 
President  Nixon’s  reputed 
animosity  toward  the  press; 
called  himself  an 
internationalist  where  foreign 
policy  is  concerned;  said  he 
thinks  Nixon  is  completely 


innocent  of  wrongdoing  in  the 
Watergate  break-in  and 
cover-up,  and  said  '  he  thinks 
Nixon  can  save  his  presidency. 

Ford  decried  the  fact  that 
the  Watergate  case  “the  illegal 
acts  of  a  handful  of 
people”  should  cause 
Americans  to  forget  the 
President’s  record.

Nixon  may  tell  new  fuel  action 
in  nation-wide  address  tonight 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Nixon,  advised  by  a 
key  aide  that  voluntary 
measures  won’t  be  enough  to 
meet  a  mounting  energy 
problem,  plans  to  outline  new 
conservation  proposals, 
possibly  in  a  television-radio 
address  tonight. 

Nixon  scheduled  a  Tuesday 
afternoon  session  with  his 
Cabinet  to  discuss  energy 
shortages  aggravated  by  a 
cut-off  of  imports  of  Arab  oil. 


And  he  will  meet  with 
Democratic  and  Republican 
leaders  of  Congress  on  the 
same  subject  this  morning. 

The  White  House  said  Nixon 
plans  “a  series  of  suggestions 
and  actions’’  to  be 
accomplished  both 
administratively  and  through 
legislation  and  might  choose  to 
do  so  in  an  address  to  the 
nation.

SAIGON  (AP)  -  A  rocket 
attack  on  the  government’s 
Bien  Hoa  air  base  and  the 
storming  of  two  army  outposts 
near  the  Cambodian  border 
signaled  the  first  phase  of  a 
new  Communist  offensive, 
Saigon  authorities  said 
Tuesday. 

A  barrage  of  35 
Russian-made  122mm  rockets 
hit  the  big  air  base  and  nearby 
civilian  areas  just  before 
daybreak,  destroying  three  F5 

Byrne  to  stand 
for  Kissinger 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  has  turned  down  an 
invitation  to  accept  the  1973 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  person 
“because  of  the  press  of 
business  in  a  world  beset  by 
recurrent  crisis.” 

In  a  letter  to  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  committee  in  Oslo, 
Norway,  Kissinger  named 
Ambassador  Thomas  Byrne  to 
accept  the  honor  in  his  place 
during  ceremonies  Dec.  10. 
Byrne  is  the  American 
Ambassador  to  Norway. 

The  letter  was  dated  Nov.  2 
and  addressed  to  Mrs.  Aase 
Lionaes,  chairman  of  the 
committee. 


fighter-bombers.  The 
government  said  one  soldier 
and  a  child  were  killed  in  the 
bombardment  and  22  soldiers 
and  civilians  were  wounded. 

The  Bu  Bong  and  Bu  Prang 
border  camps  were  overrun 
Monday.  Spokesmen  said 
Tuesday  that  about  260 
soldiers  from  the  camps  are 
still  missing  and  it  was  feared 
they  had  been  wiped  out. 

A  government  communique 
said  the  number  of  military 
and  civilian  dead  on  both  sides 
since  the  Jan.  28  cease-fire  has 
topped  the  50,000  mark, 
standing  at  noon  Tuesday  at 
50,044. 

Of  these,  the  communique 
said  37,763  were  North 
Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong 
dead,  10,498  South 
Vietnamese  military  personnel 
and  1,783  civilians. 

The  South  Vietnamese 
government  has  been 
predicting  a  new  Viet  Cong 
offensive  for  the  last  several 
weeks  as  the  Communists  took 
a  number  of  government 
outposts.  But  so  far  there  has 
been  no  sign  of  a  wide  general 
offensive. 

The  attack  on  Bien  Hoa,  15 
miles  northeast  of  Saigon, 
marked  the  first  time  the  base 
has  been  hit  and  the  heaviest 
attack  so  close  to  the  capital 
since  the  cease-fire. 


Secretary  Gerald  L.  Warren 
said  Tuesday. 

John  A.  Love,  Nixon’s 
energy  policy  adviser,  has  told 
the  President  that  in  the  long 
run,  he  does  not  believe 
voluntary  curbs  on  energy 
consumption  would  be  enough 
to  meet  the  problem. 

During  a  Florida  weekend 
and  again  Tuesday,  Nixon  was 
studying  option  papers  in  a 
search  for  ways  to  curtail 
usage  of  gasoline,  heating  and 
other  fuels  and  yet  have  the 
least  impact  on  the  daily  lives 
of  Americans. 

Warren  said  White  House 
officials,  but  not  necessarily 
Nixon,  would  be  holding  a 
series  of  meetings  on  energy 
matters  this  week  with  elected 
state  and  local  officials  and 
representatives  of  business, 
labor  and  consumer  groups.

“The  administration  has 
impounded  this  money,  a 
practice  that  the  judicial 
system  has  repudiated  in  25 
out  of  30  cases  heard  so  far. 


This  lab  has  been  planned  for 
over  five  years,  it  is  important, 
and  I  can’t  see  any 
justification  for  the  OMB 
impoundment.”  said  Rep. 
McKay. 

“There  is  no  reason  why 
they  won’t  release  the  funds,” 
said  Dolly  Young,  Rep. 
McKay’s  secretary.  It  is  an 
important  thing  to  research 
and  this  is  the  perfect  area,  she 
added. 


The  reservation  is  an 
academic  handicap  to  the  BYU 
American  Indian  students. 

This  fact  is  derived  from  a 
BYU  Office  of  Institutional 
Research  study.  The  study, 
finished  in  1972  by  H.  Bruce 
Higley  and  Larry  L.  Adams, 
researchers  for  the  Office  of 
Institutional  Research, 
compared  those  BYU  Indian 
students  who  have  been  on  the 
LDS  Church’s  placement 
program  with  those  who  have 
not.  Comparison  was  made  of 
their  first  semester  GPA 
(SM1GPA). 

Indian  students  who  spent 
time  residing  and  being 
educated  away  from  the 
reservation  did  better 
academically  at  BYU  than 
those  who  lived  and  were 
educated  on  the  reservation, 
the  study  showed. 

In  their  first  semester  at 
BYU,  those  Indian  students 
who  spent  time  away  from  the 
reservation,  whether  on  the 
Church’s  placement  program 
or  not,  earned  a  GPA  of  2.27. 
Those  from  the  reservation 
earned  a  first  semester  GPA  of 
1.28  a  whole  grade  lower. 

Indian  students  from  the 
Church’s  placement  program 
performed,  on  the  average, 
slightly  better  (2.28)  than 
those  who  lived  and  were 
educated  in  the  city  but  who 
were  not  on  the  placement 
program.  (2.26).

An  IRA  statement  gave  no  clue  to  the  whereabouts  of  Seamus 
Twomey,  Kevin  Mallon  and  Joe  O’Hagen.  But  it  was  believed  that 
they  would  return  to  Northern  Ireland  and  take  a  leading  part 
once  more  in  the  campaign  of  violence  to  end  British  rule. 


Paper  workers  return 

FORT  FRANCES,  Ont.  -  Workers  began  returning  to  their 
jobs  at  the  Ontario-Minnesota  Pulp  and  Paper  Co.  plant  at 
midnight  Monday,  ending  a  strike  that  had  lasted  more  than  four 
months. 

Members  of  the  International  Association  of  Machinists  and 
Aerospace  Workers  ratified  an  agreement  Monday  night  by  a  vote 
of  98  to  58. 


ROME  -  Italy’s  35,000  hospital  doctors  struck  Monday  over 
the  government’s  proposal  to  lengthen  their  work  week  from  30 
to  35  hours,  but  called  off  the  scheduled  three-day  walkout  after 
about  15  hours  on  an  appeal  from  Labor  Minister  Luigi  Bertoldi.

home  study  programs  for 
members  in  nations  with  a 
high  illiteracy  rate. 

Beesley  called  for  the 
creation  of  a  “Perpetual 
Education  Fund.”  He  said  that 
if  money  could  be  raised  to 
send  young  people  in 
underdeveloped  countries  to 
advanced  schools,  the  students 
could  later  repay  their  debt  by 
contributing  to  the  education 
of  others.

1933  debate 

Retiring  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Business,  Weldon  J.  Taylor 
and  partner  defeated  President 
Richard  Nixon  and  partner  in 
a  debate  here  in  Provo  in 
1933.  The  Y  News  headline 
read,  “Young  U  Debate  Team 
Wins  Big  Victory  Over 
Whittier.” 

President  Oaks  quoted  the 
article  from  “Y”  News,  Jan. 
26,  1933  in  a  speech  honoring 
Weldon  Taylor,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Business  at  BYU 
Friday  night  at  a  National 
Advisory  Council  dinner. 

He  said,  “Brigham  Young 
University’s  negative  debate 
team  composed  of  Wendall 
Jacob  and  Weldon  Taylor  last 
,  night  won  a  two  to  one  judges’ 
decision  over  a  team  composed 
of  Richard  Nixon  and  John 
Sweeney  representing  Whittier 
College  of  Whittier, 
California.” 

The  rest  of  the  article  goes 
as  follows: 

“The  Whittier  boys, 
according  to  the  plaudits  of 
the  crowd,  had  the  best  of  the 
argument  as  far  as  delivery  and 
polish  were  concerned,  but  the 
judges  of  the  local  courts  ruled 
that  they  had  not  adequately 
proved  their  contentions, 
which  proof  rested  upon  them. 

“Both  teams  showed  a  good 
deal  of  study  on  the  subject,” 
and  “resolved  that  United 
States  should  consent  to 
cancellation  of  inter-allied  war 
debts.” 

“Humor  was  interspersed  by 
all  speakers  which  kept  the 
large  audience  in  a  genial 
mood  all  through  the  debate. 

“The  general  polish  of  the 
visiting  debaters  made  them 
the  favorites  throughout,  and 
the  decision  came  as  somewhat 
of  a  surprise  to  the  majority  of 
the  audience.”

With  Gary  Sheide  feeding 
Jay  Miller’s  monumental 
catching  talley,  some  national 
eyes  were  on  the  quarterback. 

Sheide  was  nominated  as 
National  Collegiate  Back  of 
the  Week  while  Miller  grabbed 
the  lineman  honor.  Roosevelt 
Leaks  of  Texas  was  named  as 
the  week’s  best  back  by 
Associated  Press. 

The  golden  Sheide  arm  put 
five  new  records  on  the  books 
after  the  B  YU-New  Mexico 
game:  most  touchdown  passes 
thrown,  tied,  with  six;  most 
passes  completed  with  32;  in 
team  statistics,  most  passes 
attempted,  (combined)  99; 
most  passes  completed, 
(combined)  52  and  most 
touchdown  passes,  seven,  with 
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Randy  Litchfield  passing  for 
one. 

Sheide  passed  for  408  yards 
and  is  second  in  the  nation  in 
passing  just  behind  Danny 
White  of  ASU. 

Jay  Miller  said  of  his 
teammate,  “I  can’t  say  enough 
for  Gary.  He  was  right  on  the 
mark;  all  22  passes  were  right 
there.” 

Leaks,  the  5-foot-l  1 , 
220-pound  junior  fullback 
from  Brenham,  Tex.,  was 
named  National  College  Back 
of  the  Week  by  The  Associated 
Press. 

“There  were  a  lot  of  us  who 
weren’t  playing  as  we  should,” 
Leaks  says  of  Texas’  first  four 
games,  which  saw  the 
perennial  Southwest 
Conference  champions  manage 
only  a  2-2  record. 

Then  Leaks  got  the  word 
from  a  member  of  the 
Arkansas  band  the  day  before 
the  Longhorns  met  the 
Razorbacks.  The  word  went 
something  like  this: 

“Good  luck  tomorrow; 
you’re  gonna  need  it.” 

Leaks  has  brought  nothing 
but  bad  luch  to  Texas’ 
opponents  ever  since.  He 
rushed  for  209  yards  and  three 
touchdowns  in  a  34-6 
trouncing  of  Arkansas  and 
followed  that  with  193  yards 
and  two  TDs  as  Rice  fell 
55-13. 

Last  Saturday  was  the  best 
of  all.  Leaks  charged  for  a 
whopping  342  yards— a  SWC 
record  and  just  eight  yards  shy 
of  the  national  mark-in  37 
carries  and  scored  twice  as 
Texas  walloped  Southern 
Methodist  42-14. 

In  winning  Back  of  the  Week 
honors,  Leaks  beat  out: 

—  Running  backs  Sonny 
Collins  of  Kentucky,  Joe 
Washington  of  Oklahoma, 
Willard  Harrell  of  Pacific,  Jim 
Upchurch  of  Arizona, 
Carlester  Crumpler  of  East 
Carolina,  Barty  Smith  of 
Richmond,  Tony  Dorsett  of 
Pitt,  John  Cappelletti  of  Penn 
State,  Mike  Northington  of 
Purdue,  Anthony  Davis  of 
Southern  California  and 
Darrell  Mitchell  of  Idaho.

Top  20  Hoop  tourney  set  for  loop  runners- 


as  'Tide'  narrows  gap

Runner-up  Alabama  has 
narrowed  the  gap  on  No. 
1-ranked  Ohio  State  in  what 
seems  to  have  become  -  for 
the  time  being,  anyway  -  a 
two-team  chase  for  college 
football’s  national 
championship. 

The  Buckeyes  of  Ohio  State 
blanked  Illinois  30-0  Saturday 
and  received  35  first-place 
votes  and  1,146  points  from 
the  6  2  sports  writers  and 
broadcasters  who  participated 
in  this  week’s  Associated  Press 
poll. 

Alabama  also  posted  a 
shutout,  35-0  over  Mississippi 
State  and  earned  14  first-place 
ballots  and  1,096  points.  Last 
week,  the  difference  was 
1,148-1,052. 

There  was  no  change  among 
the  next  five  teams,  either  — 
Oklahoma,  Michigan,  Notre 
Dame,  Penn  State  and 
Louisiana  State. 


Previously  unbeaten 
ARIZONA  STATE’S  36-31 
loss  to  UTAH  dropped  the  Sun 
Devils  from  eighth  place  to 
14th,  enabling  Southern 
California  and  UCLA  to  move 
up.  Southern  Cal  rose  from 
ninth  to  eighth  by  walloping 
California  50-14  while  UCLA 
climbed  from  10th  to  ninth 
with  a  62-13  drubbing  of 
Washington. 


Missouri  drops 
Missouri,  which  dropped  out 
of  the  Top  Ten  a  week  ago, 
moved  back  in  with  a  31-7 
triumph  over  Kansas  State  that 


lifted  the  Tigers  from  1 2th  to 
10th. 

The  Second  Ten  consisted  of 
Nebraska,  Texas  Tech,  Texas, 
Arizona  State,  Houston, 
Tennessee,  Miami  of  Ohio, 
Kansas,  Kent  State  and  Pitt. 

Kent  State  and  Pitt  made 
the  Top  Twenty  for  the  first 
time.  Kent  defeated  Marshall 
35-3  for  its  seventh  victory  in 
eight  games  while  5-2-1  Pitt 
downed  Syracuse  28-14. 

Last  week’s  Second  Ten  was 
composed  of  Tennessee, 
Missouri,  Nebraska,  Tulane, 
Texas  Tech,  Miami,  Colorado 
and  Houston,  with  Auburn 
and  Texas  tied  for  19th.

Powerlifting  meet  sees 
weight  class  records  fall

BYU,  the  1973  National 
Powerlifting  Championship 
team,  held  its  first  meet  of  the 
new  season  Saturday  resulting 
in  new  school  and'  state 
records  in  nearly  every  weight 
class. 

“From  the  participants’ 
standpoint,  the  meet  was  very 


successful  and  satisfying,” 
according  to  L.  Jay  Silvester, 
team  coach. 

Silvester  also  participated  in 
the  meet;  however,  the  real 
success  came  to  individuals 
such  as  Dave  Christensen,  who 
won  the  “Outstanding  Lifter 
Award”  by  breaking  or  tying 
every  school  record  in  the  165 
pound  class. 

Christensen  set  records  in 
the  squat  (375  lbs.),  bench 
press  (350  lbs.)  and  best  total 
(1200  lbs.),  tying  the  existing 
school  record  in  the  deadlift 
(475  lbs.). 

Four  of  the  twenty-five 
participants  achieved  new 
personal  best  totals.  In  the  123 
pound  class,  Larry  Wilkinson 
totaled  840  lbs.,  while  setting 
a  new  school  record  in  the 
squat  (280  lbs.). 

Newcomer  Bruce  Haar,  set 
School  records  in  the  squat  (315 
lbs.)  and  the  bench  press  (245 
lbs.)  and  in  the  process  came 
within  ten  pounds  of  a  school 
record  in  best  total. 

In  addition  to  Christensen, 
Dennis  Adams,  198  pound 
class,  also  established  a  new 
personal  best  total  (1230  lbs.). 

Several  contenders  vied  for 
honors  in  the  148  pound  class 
but  returnee  Van  Stosich  took 
top  spot  with  school  records  in 
the  squat  (365  lbs.)  and  best 
total  (1005  lbs.).  Ron  Ross 
established  a  record  in  the 
bench  press  (255  lbs.),  placing 
third  overall. 


Other  records  set  in  the 
meet  include  Brian  Page’s 
outstanding  performance  in 
the  220  pound  class  as  he  set 
school  records  in  every  event, 
highlighted  by  a  state  record  in 
the  bench  press. 

“Personally,  I’m  very 
pleased  with  the  performance 
of  the  team  last  Saturday,” 
said  Silvester.  The  meet  really 
“psyched”  everyone  up, 
continued  Silvester,  to  the 
extent  that  they  all  want 
another  meet  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Unfortunately,  no  meets 
have  been  scheduled  until  the 
AAU  finals  in  late  February  or 
early  March.  However,  we  will 
be  having  some  type  of 
competition  before  then, 
explained  Silvester.

Grid  stars  match 
Gehrig's  longevity 


OAKLAND  (AP)  —  Jim 
Otto  and  George  Blanda, 
co-holders  of  the  National 
Football  League  record  for 
playing  longevity,  have 
matched  Lou  Gehrig,  the 
revered  Iron  Horse  of  baseball. 

The  two  Oakland  Raiders 
veterans  have  played  in  190 
consecutive  regular-season 
games,  covering  almost  14 
complete  seasons.  Gehrig’s 
record  of  2,130  straight  games 
for  the  New  York 
Yankees  1925-39— also  added 
up  to  nearly  14  full  seasons. 

“I  don’t  think  you  can 
compare  the  records,”  says  the 
3  5-year-old  Otto.  “Playing 
baseball  can’t  be  near  the 
strain  on  a  body  that  football 
is. 

“Pro  football  is  a  lot  tougher 
today  than  it  was  14  years  ago, 
too.  We  have  more  exhibition 
games,  and  if  you’re  with  a 
winner,  there  are  more  playoff 
games  than  there  used  to  be. 

“Those  games  don’t  even 
count  toward  the  record.” 

The  46-year-old  Blanda  has 
appeared  in  306  pro 
games— not  counting 
exhibitions  and  play-offs— in  a 
career  that  started  in  1949 
with  the  Chicago  Bears. 


“I’m  proud  of  the  record. 
But  more  than  that,  I’m  just 
happy  that  I’m  still  able  to  do 
well  what  I  enjoy,”  says 
Blanda. 

He  has  kicked  16  field  goals 
in  18  attempts  this  year  and 
hasn’t  missed  an  extra  point. 
Blanda  hasn’t  played  at 
quarterback  since  last  season 
but  is  confident  he  could 
handle  the  passing  job  if  Coach 
John  Madden  needed  him. 

Former  Green  Bay  Packer 
lineman  Forrest  Gregg,  who 
retired  in  1971,  held  the  old 
NFL  record  of  188 
consecutive  games  which  Otto 
and  Blanda  broke  Oct.  28.

Teacher  evaluation 


to  help  Y'  faculty 


A  university-wide  teacher  evaluation  will  be  conducted  this 
month.  Students  may  get  a  little  tired  of  filling  out  the  forms,  but 
if  they  do  it  with  serious  intent  it  may  be  of  great  benefit  to  their 
teachers. 

There  are  many  ways  students  view  evaluation  questionaires. 
Some  see  it  as  a  way  to  get  back  at  a  teacher  they  don’t  like, 
usually  because  they  aren’t  getting  the  grade  they  want.  Others 
fill  them  out  flippantly  because  they  think  it  won’t  do  any  good. 

Of  course,  there  are  many  who  are  serious  about  them  and  try 
to  be  honest  in  their  evaluation  of  the  instructor’s  performance. 

The  overwhelming  majority  of  faculty  on  this  campus  are  really 
trying  to  improve  their  teaching.  They  need  the  feedback  and 
responses  the  evaluations  provide. 

One  faculty  member,  as  a  result  of  the  survey,  started  a 
program  of  interviewing  each  of  his  students  individually 
throughout  the  semester. 

Now  he  returns  papers  within  a  48  hour  period,  marked  with 
comments  to  help  the  student. 

Teacher  evaluations  have  been  conducted  every  three  years  for 
regular  faculty.  New  faculty  are  evaluated  during  their  first 
semester  of  teaching. 

There  has,  in  the  past,  been  some  fear  or  apprehension 
expressed  by  a  few  students  over  the  anonymity  of  their 
responses  to  the  questions.  “Well,  I’m  not  going  to  criticize  my 
instructor.  What  if  he  sees  it  and  lowers  my  grade?”  they  asked. 

This  is  an  absolutely  false  concept,  said  Dr.  J.  Hugh  Baird, 
chairman  of  the  university  teacher  development  committee.  The 
evaluations,  he  explains,  are  conducted  by  people  outside  the 
instructor’s  class  and  turned  in  without  him  seeing  the  answers. 

How  do  the  evaluations  help  if  the  teacher  never  sees  them? 
Each  instructor  receives  a  computer  print-out  summarizing  the 
overview  of  responses.  A  copy  also  goes  to  his  department 
chairman.  As  a  result  of  these  surveys,  many  teachers  have  been 
made  aware  of  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  their  classes.  As  a 
result  they  have  been  able  to  improve  in  their  weak  areas. 

The  form  has  been  made  simpler  this  year.  There  is  even  a  place 
for  students  to  subjectively  respond.  It  may  seem  tedious  after 
filling  them  out  several  times,  but  it  is  up  to  the  student  to  help 
his  instructor  create  a  better  academic  atmosphere. 

If  we  take  the  evaluation  seriously,  so  will  the  instructor.

Off  campus  parking 


No  room  for  residents

Where  have  all  the  cars  gone?  To  the  “B” 
zones,  yes,  where  they  remain  packed  like 
sardines  in  search  of  a  can.  But  “D”  lots  are 
virtually  deserted,  leaving  question  as  to  how  all 
the  students  get  to  campus. 

Part  of  the  answer  lies  in  the  crowded  streets 
to  the  south  and  northeast  of  campus,  for  there 
are  the  cars.  Residents  on  the  south  side  of 
BYU  have  grown  accustomed  to  their  streets 
being  disguised  as  parking  lots  during  school 
hours,  and  issue  few  complaints. 

To  the  residents  in  the  Oak  Hills  area,  located 
across  from  Heritage  Halls  and  Desert  Towers, 
the  problem  is  a  new  and  uncomfortable  one, 
however.  It  wasn’t  till  this  year  students  seemed 
to  annex  this  area  as  part  of  Cougar  Country. 


“BYU  has  no  jurisdiction  over  city  streets 
we  don’t  have  jurisdiction  in  this  kind 
community  problem,”  responds  Ben  E.  Le- 
BYU’s  executive  vice  president. 

Obviously  a  conflict  exists.  Turner  rep< 
that  the  city  will  soon  begin  posting  a  two-h 
parking  limit  in  Oak  Hills,  even  though  this 
also  apply  to  area  residents.  He  said  he  is 
sure  this  is  the  cure,  though,  and  the  probi 
may  “snowball”  onto  other  streets  where  lir| 
will  also  have  to  be  posted. 

BYU  officials  support  this  decision,  as  do 
residents.  Still,  it  is  not  an  ideal  one.  But 
with  any  issue,  it  is  much  easier  to  talk  ab 
what  should  be  done  than  to  determini 
perfect  solution. 


“BYU  BROUGHT  THEM’ 


LINED  WITH  CARS 
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Streets  in  the  area  are  lined  with  cars, 
apparently  those  of  students.  Since  the  opening 
of  school  this  fall,  Provo  city  officials  have 
received  numerous  complaints  and  petitions 
about  student  parking  in  the  area,  according  to 
Frank  Turner,  Provo  city  traffic  engineer. 

The  problems  created  are  legitimate  ones  too. 

“They  can’t  even  get  the  garbage  out,”  said 
Turner.  Nor  can  residents  get  their  cars  out  or 
in  or  anywhere  many  times.  Parking  clogs  the 
already  narrow  streets  and  often  blocks 
driveways,  according  to  area  residents. 

While  the  traffic  jam  spreads  over  the  area, 
“D”  lots  on  campus  remain  unused.  Residents 
see  something  illogical  about  students  parking 
in  Oak  Hills,  which  is  farther  from  the  campus 
than  the  “D”  lots.  Economic  factors  seem  to  be 
the  reason  behind  the  problem.  Many  students 
would  rather  walk  the  extra  distance  than  pay 
campus  parking  fees. 
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Oak  Hills  residents  have  valid  points 
support  their  views.  Many  feel  that  since  i 
BYU  that  has  brought  the  cars  to  the  area  in 
first  place,  it  should  be  BYU  that  cures 
problem.  The  university  is  avoiding 
responsibility  by  turning  the  issue  over  to 
city,  residents  contend. 

Suggestions  have  been  made  that  BYU  eit 
lower  parking  fees  or  eliminate  them  altogetl 
to  encourage  students  to  use  the  campus  lots  9’jj 
“We  can’t  force  the  students  to  park 
campus  though,”  said  President  Lewis. 

Many  of  the  cars  parked  off-campus  dc 
have  BYU  registration  stickers,  even  thoitti®1 
they  probably  belong  to  students,  according 
Lt.  Robert  Kelshaw  of  BYU  security.  Altlun 
students  should  register  their  cars,  as  long  ’ 
they  aren’t  driven  on  campus  the  regulat  J;r 
can’t  be  enforced,  said  Kelshaw.

Editor: 

We  are  writing  about  the  ballyhooed  new 
student  directory  and  its  related  advertising 
campaign. 

First,  why  has  it  taken  over  half  the  semester 
to  get  out  this  year?  In  previous  years  when 
registration  was  in  mid-September,  the 
directory  was  on  sale  by  mid-October,  or  within 
a  month.  Now  that  registration  is  the  last  of 
August  we  have  to  wait  for  two  months  and  one 
week  for  the  directory.  The  advertisements 
proclaiming  its  availibility  on  Nov.  5  should  be 
apologetic,  not  boastful.

And  the  ads  concerning  the  directory  bring 
up  point  three.  What’s  with  the  grandiose 
advertising  campaign?

Congress  uses  energy

WASHINGTON  AP  -  While  Congress  ponders 
ways  to  defuse  the  energy  crisis,  its  own 
consumption  of  power  is  soaring. 

The  demand  for  power  on  Capitol  Hill  is 
rising  at  a  rate  of  more  than  three  million 
kilowatt  hours  a  year,  and  thery  is  little  hope 
the  trend  can  be  reversed,  says  Benjamin  F. 
Markert,  the  Capitol’s  coordinating  engineer. 

Energy  saving  measures  have  been  imposed, 
but  these  are  largely  cosmetic,  Markert  adds. 
They  include  turning  off  corridor  lights  and 
urging  congressional  offices  to  open  window 
blinds  to  cut  down  the  demand  for  artificial 
lighting. 

There’s  “no  way  to  cut  back,”  says  Markert. 
Any  significant  power  reductions  would  have  to 
be  made  at  the  expense  of  congressional 
efficiency,  he  says,  since  most  of  the  increased 
demand  is  attributed  to  a  growing  reliance  on 
data  processing  machines. 

Turning  off  corridor  lights  barely  makes  a 
dent  in  the  Capitol’s  total  energy  consumption, 
the  engineer  says.  Nor,  he  adds,  does  shutting 
off  excess  lights  in  committee  hearing  rooms  or 
the  offices  of  individual  members  of  Congress. 

Even  if  all  the  lights  were  turned  off,  says  an 
aide  to  Rep.  Torbert  H.  Macdonald,  D-Mass., 
chairman  of  the  subcommittee  on  power,  it 


wouldn’t  make  much  difference  because  the 
biggest  share  of  the  electricity  bill  goes  to 
heating  the  Capitol  Hill  complex  in  winter  and 
cooling  it  in  summer. 

The  heating  and  cooling  system  will  demand 
even  more  electricity  in  1977  when  an  annex  to 
the  Library  of  Congress  is  completed,  creating 
some  65  additional  acres  of  floor  space. 

Today’s  growth  in  energy  demand  is  due 
primarily  to  an  increased  use  of  computers  by 
Congress  trying  to  streamline  its  operating 
procedures. 

The  Senate  recently  installed  its  second 
computer  to  help  with  payrolls,  inventories, 
mail  and  to  keep  track  of  the  status  of  bills  and 
other  matters  pending  before  Congress. 

The  House  has  three  computers.  Two  of  them 
run  an  electronic  voting  system  designed  to  cut 
in  half  the  time  needed  for  roll  call  vote. 

Congressional  energy  demand  is  increasing 
about  four  per  cent  a  year,  about  the  same  as 
the  rest  of  the  country. 

In  the  last  fiscal  year,  Capitol  Hill,  which 
includes  the  Supreme  Court,  Library  of 
Congress,  the  Capitol  and  five  related  office 
buildings,  used  150  million  kilowatt  hours  of 
electricity,  according  to  Markert. 

Translated  to  barrels  of  oil,  that  comes  out  to 
about  90,000  barrels  for  the  entire  year.  An 
estimated  1 7  million  barrels  of  oil  are  consumed 
each  day  in  the  United  States.
